Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.56, 1.97, and 1.98, the attention of the Patent and Trademark 
Office is hereby directed to the documents listed on the attached PTO/SB/08. It is respectfully 
requested that the information be expressly considered during the prosecution of this application, 
and that the documents be made of record therein and appear on any patent to issue therefrom. 

As the Office is aware, this Application is a continuation of U.S. Appl. No. 09/776,707 (now 
U.S. Patent No. 6,697,787), which is a continuation of U.S. Appl. No. 09/073,027 (now U.S. Patent 
No. 6,202,052). The Office is also aware that the assignee of the instant application, Simplification, 
LLC, filed a patent infringement action in the United States District Court for the District of 
Delaware against Block Financial Corporation ("Block") on April 8, 2003, based on the patent at 
issue in reexamination control no. 90/006,713 (U.S. Patent No. 6,202,052) (hereinafter "the '052 
patent "), which issued from Appl. No. 09/073,027. Civil Action No. 03-355-JJF. Block filed a 
request for reexamination on July 11, 2003, which reexamination was granted by the Office on 
October 2, 2003. The parties filed a stipulation staying the case pending reexamination on 
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November 21 , 2003, the stay being granted on November 25, 2003. The current status of the 
reexamination proceeding is that prosecution on the merits is closed, the Office having issued a 
Notice of Intent to Issue a Reexamination Certificate on March 13, 2009. Simplification submitted 
Comments on the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Patentability and/or Confirmation on April 
7, 2009. 

Simplification also filed a second patent infringement action against Block in the United 
States District Court for the District of Delaware on February 24, 2004, based on the patent at issue 
in reexamination control no. 90/006,969 (U.S. Patent No. 6,697,787) (hereinafter "the '787 patent"), 
which issued from Appl. No. 09/776,707. Civil Action No. 04-1 14-JJF. Block filed a request for 
reexamination of the '787 patent on March 15, 2004, which reexamination was granted by the 
Office on June 3, 2004. The case was stayed pending reexamination on May 10, 2004. The current 
status of the reexamination proceeding is that prosecution on the merits is closed, the Office having 
issued a Notice of Intent to Issue a Reexamination Certificate on March 13, 2009. Simplification 
submitted Comments on the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Patentability and/or Confirmation 
on April 7 and April 13, 2009. 

On October 3 1 , 2007, after the Examiner was reversed by the BPAI on all counts in both 
reexaminations, a status hearing was held in the United States District Court for the District of 
Delaware. As a result of the status hearing, both of the foregoing litigation matters were resumed 
and consolidated. A copy of the transcript of the hearing is attached. The court issued a Scheduling 
Order on December 7, 2007. A copy of the Scheduling Order is also attached. 

Simplification and Block filed Opening Briefs and Reply Briefs on Claim Construction on 
May 13 and May 29, 2008, respectively. Copies of Simplification's Opening and Reply Briefs are 
submitted herewith. Subsequently, on June 5, 2008, a Markman hearing was held in the United 
States District Court for the District of Delaware. A copy of the transcript of the hearing is also 
submitted herewith. The District Court issued an Order and Supporting Memorandum Opinion on 
Claim Construction on January 23, 2009. A copy of the Order and Supporting Memorandum are 
attached. On January 26, 2009, the trial was postponed pending Summary Judgment briefing. A 
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stipulation of dismissal was entered on February 25, 2009, in which the claims against Block were 
dismissed with prejudice. A copy of the stipulation was sent to the USPTO by the Court Clerk.
